lts good sense teaches it that reciprocity 
is a law that seldom tails to prevail~when 
properly invoked. It lays before the North 
a matter of joint interest, and it argues 
that as the fundamental principle of any 
lasting reconstruction of the Union. It is 
willing to stand or fall on the soundness ol 
its opinion in this respect, and, if it can not 
secure that as an issue in the Democratic 
party, it would be betterfor it to hold aloot 
altogether and make its support contingent 
upon redress, taking the chances of a bal- 
ance of power which may be in its posses- 
sion and offering this as the price of jus- 
tice.

Kentucky’s Common Schools. 

A recent report of Mr. J. F. Lusvs, the 
School Commissioner ot Harrison county, 
Kentucky, presents a picture et what is 
probably the average status of public 
schools in our rural districts under the 
present law. He says that the people 
manifest an increasing appreciation of the 
cause of common schools, and that every 
school-house in tbe county is occupied, 
there being an average attendance of more 
than 2,000 pupils. Four districts out of 
the fifty-eight into which the county is 
divided have no schools, because they have 
no school-houses; but promise to erect 
suitable buildings by spring. Of the fifty- 
four teachers employed, twenty-nine are 
males and twenty-five are females, and the 
Commissioner finds, naturally enough, that 
the schools taught by females succeed best, 
because the salaries are too low to secure 
the services of males permanently devoted 
to the profession. 

The defects of the isolated district system 
come out in the Commissioner's experience 
with reference to the adjustment of boun- 
daries and providing proper accommoda- 
tions for the pupils. He found it impossi- 
ble to assemble the interested parties at the 
school house when the district boundaries 
were to be determined. In regard to 
school-houses and school turniture, he 
found the people sensible and liberal, but 
dependent entirely upon the voluntary ex- 
ertions of individuals for the work which 
is so promptly and efficiently done in other 
States by the township organization. 
Nevertheless, he found a good augury in 
the general dissatistaction of the people 
with the miserable accommodations for 
the children at school, and says: 

I feel encouraged to predict that in a few years

Itdoes 
not follow that a boy will be a mutton- 
head because he has been educated in a 
sheep-pen or an ass because he has been 
brought up in a stable, but it is vain to 
expect that a well-ordered and efficient 
school can ever be maintained in any such 
place. The most skilltul pedagogue in the 
country would be defeated in the attempt, 
and an experienced one would not try it. 
It is absurd to expect that a young teacher 
can sustain a salutary discipline and 
achieve any good educational work under 
such circumstances. And yet we fear 
that this state. of things will continue to 
stand in the way of common school edu- 
cation until a more efficient local organi- 
zation is provided by the school law.
